For the chairs (Figure A) fol 
low the dimensions given to pro 
duce chairs with wide arms, and

Spacing wood strips instead of 
butting them together promotes 
rapid drying out after rainstorms 
or damp weather, and prevents 
decay of the wood.

., Biblical times citizens paid 
their taxes with dill seeds: nowa 
days, dill is best known in cor 
nection with cucumber pickles 
Actually. though its av

as a kitchen herb. You've been 
swindled if you haven't eaten 
fresh dill with cottage cheese or 
tossed with potato salad 

Dill has various functions. Long 
before damson jam and sudden 
shock were accepted treatment 
for hiccups, it was touted as a 
sure cure. (See the Vatural His 
tory of Pliny.) Other authorities 
recommended that the hiccup suf 
ferer sniff dill which had been 
boiled in wine. Why not try this 
age-old remedy when all other 
tricks have failed? Tie a few dill | 
seeds and blossoms in a cotton 
bag. Immerse the bag and breathe 
in the fumes that come from it 
Presto! Gone? 

Children in some rural sections 
of England are given generous 
swigs of dill water to cure their 
stomach-aches. The same liquid 
plain water in which dill seeds 
have been soaked—was the an 
cient counterpart of soothing 
syrup and was administered ef 
fectively to crying infants 

However effective the herb as 
1 sedative for the young, it is un 
likely that modern pediatricians 
would prescribe it for their pa 
tients. Medical men would also 
disapprove of dill in broth as a 
reducing agent, though as late as 
the mid-nineteenth century that 
dose was used in England as an 
obesity preventive

had each begun collecting furniture, but both faced the task of

With no difficulty at all, 
Mr. Putnam persuaded his busy fellow-staff members to let the 
students take over the task and, under his guidance, the project 
got under way. The girls in each class carefully studied the plans 
of the house that was assigned to them, sounded out the likes and 
dislikes of the owners, got from them lists of the furnishings they 
would have to start with, finally presented their “clients” with 


sketches and ideas. But the Stephens students weren't back-seat 
decorators. Once their outlines were approved, the girls went to 
bought the furniture and arranged it, ordered the draperies 


for 


work 
and hung them and, when the houses were ready the grand 
opening, gave them a final scrubbing, dusting, and polishing. The 
first house, and the larger of the two, belongs to Robert Detche 
mendy, head of the Personal Appearance Department of the col 
lege. Mr. Detchemendy, who not only advises Stephens students 
on grooming but teaches a course in English literature as well 
had been planning to build a home of his own since the war, 
started collecting pieces for it shortly after he was discharged 
from the Army. Building finally got under way. By doing all of 
his own painting, and making minor structural changes suggested 
Bob Detchemendy got his home for $12.116

Set lawn mowers 1% to 2 inches. Mowing the lawn is a pruning 
job, and close mowing exposes roots to the sun. If mowers are kept 
at the proper height, lawn clippings will be light enough to serve 
as a mulch, and provide humus. Avoid hitting trees with mowers: 
injuring bark of dogwood, for instance, is an invitation to borers. 


Cut grass with shears around trees.

| ransplant seedlings on a cloudy day when the third set of leaves 
appears. Never allow the tiny plants to dry out completely; give 


them moisture, but do not keep them soggy. Don’t squeeze them 





into tiny holes where roots become malformed. Make holes with a 
trowel, giving roots ample space. Fill with a little soil, water 
slowly with a dipper from a bucket, and then draw the remaining 
part of the soil firmly around the plant. In some sections, tuber 
ous begonia seedlings are transplanted in May, but there still is 
time to transplant them to open, shaded beds. As a precaution, 


spread slug and snail bait on the soil around the plants. 


Apply nicotine sprays for aphids, following directions. Spray 
delphiniums with Bordeaux mixture; cut off dead blooms; dust 
10llyhocks and zinnias with sulphur to prevent mildew; continue 
hollyhock 4 th Iphur to 5 t Id t 


weekly rose dustings, using an all-purpose rose dust, or sprays. 


Ciivete lightly in the flower and vegetable gardens. This pre- 
vents cracking and baking, and makes plant food available to the 
root system. Never cultivate when the soil is wet, but shortly after 
each rain. Cultivate the soil between plants during growing seasons, 
so there will be a constant layer of loosened soil around each plant. 
This should be done with small tools, and should consist of stir 
ring the soil, rather than digging. Do not work too closely to roots. 
Keep the garden weed-free because weeds will rob the soil of its 


essential nourishment and introduce a host of unwelcome insects.

Praich planting dahlias. Plant six inches deep in sandy soils 
four-to-five inches in heavier soils. In heavy soils, prepare holes 
18 inches deep and equally as wide, filling up to required depth 
with fertile, pulverized topsoil. Do not fertilize at planting time. 
Place tuber in horizontal position, with eye or sprout facing up 
ward. Stake before covering tubers. (A new method is using one 
stake for two tubers, planting one on each side.) A mulch of 
grass clippings, leaves, or compost should be applied. Place large 
varieties three-to-four feet apart, and smaller types two feet apart 
When growth is about 12 inches, work in one tablespoonful ol 
commercial fertilizer around each plant, repeating every ten 
days until late summer; place it ten inches from the stalk and 
always water in. Make successive plantings at ten-day intervals 
until the latter part of June, or later, according to individual 
localities. If the weather is dry, saturate the soil around dahlias 


because they require an abundance of moisture. 


Snip off faded blossoms of hardy phlox, peonies, zinnias, mari 
golds, lilacs, roses, snapdragons candytuft, doronicum, and other 
flowers to make branched, compact plants Blooming periods will 
be prolonged if this is done through summer months. Hardy 


phlox should not be allowed to go to seed and revert. 


Ly irn to recognize and exterminate porson ivy Information re 
garding identification precautions and eradication of poison ivy, 
poison oak, and poison sumac can be found in the Farmers’ Bulle 
tin No. 1972. Send ten cents to the Superintendent of Documents 
U.S. Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. Spraying with 
2-4-D is one of the best methods of destroying poison ivy: borax 
is another. Do not use weed killers near shrubbery or hedges. If 
poison ivy is entwined in plants, put on heavy gloves and hoe it 
out. Ask your seedsman about chemicals that kill weeds above the 


surface, and those that penetrate into the root system 


Do a thorough watering job around newly-set shrubbery and 
trees, (unless a rainy spell occurs). One of the modern methods is 
the hollow tube device which, like the water wand, is attached to a 
hose, bringing water directly to the roots. The canvas soil-soaker 
is an ideal means of slow watering for flower beds and shrubbery. 
Any one of these can be used at any time during the day. Even a 
hose, without a nozzle, can be left around shrubbery and in beds 
Watering at the base of zinnias. chrysanthemums, phlox, and other 
plants susceptible to mildew, is good garden practice. Drenching 
leaves in late afternoon, when the sun cannot dry them off, pro 
motes mildew. Sprinklers, too, can be used effectively if allowed 
to soak the soil thoroughly and deeply, and if used early enough 


for leaves to dry off before evening hours. 


Match azalea, rhododendron, and shrubbery when the soil is 
moist and free from weeds. Cultivation is seldom necessary when 
beds are properly mulched and, as a result, moisture is greatly 


conserved. Among the popular mulches are: 


Vanure: Use only well-rotted or dehydrated types; never apply 


fresh manure as a mulch at this season. [Continued on page 105]
